Bon of the Aged Woman Tells the 
Story of the Manner in Which 
Religious Sect Treated 
Her—Five Held for 
Murder. 


Chicago, September 20.—Five people, 
members of the sect of Parhamites, are 
under arrest in Zion City accused of 
torturing to death Mrs. Letitia Green- 
haulgh,: 64 years old, a cripple for 
twenty years, to show their belief in 
the religion they profess. 

The people under arrest are 
and Jennie Greenhaulgh, the 
daughter of the woman; Harold 
Mitchell, Mrs. Harold Mitchell and a 
Mrs. Smith. ‘All of them are accused 
of manslaughter. 

Mrs. Greenhaulgh had been for 
twenty years an invalid, suffering from 
Paralysis and rheumatism. 

The sect of Parhamites was founded 
about a year ago by Charles Parham 
and numbers about 200 persone. The 
members of the sect driginally belonged 
to Dowie’s church and believes in the 
gift of tongues, and especially in dia- 
bolical possession. It is their theory 
that sickness is ar evidence of the pose 
session of the body by evil pirits. 

Thought Her Devil-Possessed. 


The condition of Mrs. Greenhaulgh 
convinced “her son and daughter and 
the three persons arrested with them 
that she must be possessed of the devil 
and they determined to exorelse the 
evil spirit The five knelt by the bed- 
Side. and, after praying, commenced 
their work. The arms of Mrs. Green- 
haulgh, stiffened by rheumatis@®, were 
twisted about in order that the devil 
might be driven out. The cries of the 
aged woman were considered to be 
those of an evil spirit and were greeted 
with triumphant shouts. After a course 
of this violent treatment Mrs. Greene 
haulgh not only became so weak that 
she could not use her limbs, but became 
incapable of making any motions. 
Then her neck was twisted and for 
some time this treatment was kept up 

Walter Greenhaulgh testified at the 
coroner's inquest that Mitchell and his 
wife had beheld a vision in which 
Mitchell was ordered to quit work and 
devote his time in casting out the devil 
from the sick. Young Greenhaulgh de- 
Clared that his mother's consent was 
obtained before the treatment 
commenced.

That the coming horse show will be 
one of the most successful events of 
that kind ever given in the south there 
is not the slightest doubt in tne minds 
of the promoters, a great majority of 
whom are among the recognized lovers 
end judges of horsee the country 
over. 

For years Atlanta nas been the home 
of excellent horses, horses of tne pur- 
est blood, and of the best appearance, 
horses that were secured rrom tne best 
horse markets of the country. At first 
there were not so many of the higher 
grade and best class, but as tne years 
went by the number increased, until 
Atlanta was within itself able to make 
a most excellent, successful and satis- 
factory horse show.

First shows, as a rule, are al- 
most as laughable as they are c¢om- 
mendable. Now,*I have in New York 
city horses that have never fafled to 
come one, two.. But I didn’t think it 
necessary to bring them to an initial 
event. I picked oné or two of my best 
horses and filled in with mares 
geldings that have taken prizes aN over 
the country outside of the big places 
where old associations were working. 
See the result. I have taken two firsts 
and one second. And it wasn't par- 
tiality that kept other prizes away from 
me. Better horses than I showed were 
there in that ring. I had no idea that 
the entire south, outside of Kentucky, 
could show half the excellent horses 
Atlanta alone has presented here. But 
they are here, and the entire south 
should be proud of that presentation.”

MISTRIAL MAY 


RESULT IN THE 
JONES CSE 


Jury Had Been Out Six Hour 
When Last Heard 
fom 


APPARENTLY HO HOPE 
FOR VERDICT LAST HIGHT 


As the Trial Drew to a Close the 
Interest in the Case Grew More 
and More Intense—Women 
/ and Children At- 

tended. 


Eatonton, Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After being out six hours, it was 
tonight rutnored cn the streets that the 
jury in the Jones case was hopelessly 
hung and a mistrial was generally 
talked of on the streets. 

As the trial of the Jones boys drew 
to a close étnterest increased. Every 


session, day and night, the courtroom 
has been crowded. Even the ladies 
and children of the town attended in 
large numbers and, apparently, were as 
intensely interested as the men. 

After the statement from the stand 
by Albert Jones, which in substance 
was that he stood today charged with 
a crime of which he was as innocent 
as any one of the jury who are to pass 
upon his case; that he was in his own 
field at work with his employed help, 
who had testified to the fact, and knew 
nothing of the tragedy until the alarm 
had been sounded, argument was be- 
gun. 

Solicitor Pottle, in his usual forceful 
and thorough manner, pleaded the law 
and facts in behalf of the state, He 
was followed immediately by Attorney 
Cooper for the defense, in an earnest, 
able plea for his clients. For more 
than two hours he held his listening 
crowd by his earnestness and his 
pathos in behalf of the two orphans, 
One still nothing but a youth, charged 
with the crime of murder. . 

Following Mr. Cooper, Assistant 
Wnited States District Attorney Aker- 
man made a strong legal argument In 
defense of the prisoners. 

Judge Joseph S. Turner, whose elo- 
quence and ability are well Known all 
over the state as a lawyer, closed the 
argument. He represented the prose- 
cution.

He 
came to this city to g0 into the boot- 
blacking business, as he had-been in 
that avocation in New York, and, after 
selling out, made made an agreement 
not to reenter the business there.

Constantine declared that he 
heard Mr, and Mrs. Gentry quarreling 
many times, and said that they lived 
unhappily. On the day of the tragedy 
he said that he went into his room 
to shave, and found Mrs. Gentry there 
making the bed. He told her that he 
was about to leave the city, and she 
asked him if he would not take her 
with him.

She then, according to his story, pick- 
ed up the razor and cut her throat. He 
declared that he carried her down to 
the door of Dr. Doherty’s office, pushed 
on the door and then left her standing 
there while he ran for another doctor. 
He said that he noticed while hunting 
for this second doctor that there was 
blood on the sleeve of his coat, and 
he thought that if he returned he 
would be accused of the murder, and 
would not receive justice in the courts 
because he was a stranger in the city.

{1 PLUNGED ‘CHEMICAL CASE 


UP TUESDAY 


Richmond, Va., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The case of the United States 
against the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
and certain of its officers, 
who were indicted for an alleged vio- 


lation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
will come up In Norfolk rféxt Tuesday 
before United States District Judge Ed- 
mund Waddill. 

Unusfal interest attaches to the out- 
come .of.the proceedings and a fierce 
legal fight may be expected. The tech- 
nical defendants, Tinsley, Royster, 
Smith and others,.it will be remem- 
bered, were indicted in the eastern dis- 
trict of Tennessee for alleged conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade. * Following 
the findings of true bills, the question 
arises as to whether the accused, who 
live in this jurisdiction, could, be taken 
from this state to another on a warrant 
of removal, the indictment being the 


removal. Judge Waddilil held that the 
precedents which had been followed 
here sufficed to show that the warrants 
of removal could’ be issued upon au- 
thenticated copies of the indictments 
from the district where they had been 


found. Habeas corpus proceedings were} 


then resorted to before Judge Goff, who 
sustained Judge Waddill. 

The case, on its technicalities, was 
then carried to the supreme court of 
the United States. That tribunal took 
a diferent view of the matter. It held 
that it was necessary to take evidence, 
in addition to the certified copies of the 
indictments, in order to warrant the 
removal, hence the proceedings which. 
are to follow in Norfolk.

Washington, D. C., September 20.— 
After an inquiry conducted through 
the quartermaster’s office today, Acting 
Secretary Oliver declared there was no 
foundation for a published report that 
the war department had refused to al- 
low the confederate rank of the late 
General Joseph Wheeler to be carved 
on the monument over his grave at the 
Arlington national cemetery. “The in- 
scription was authoried to be put on,” 
said General Oliver, ‘the dead general's 
daughter was so notified, and I have 
sent a man over to the cemetery to as- 
certain whether it has been carved on 
the monument.” 

Later in the day Assistant Secretary 
Oliver announced that the representa- 
tive of the quartermaster general's of- 
fice who went to ‘Arlington reported 
that the inscription on the monument 
to General Wheeler was in the form re- 


mitting the inscription covering his 
confederate rank, it had been passed on 
informally by President Roosevelt, who, 
Knowing Miss Wheeler’s wish in the 
matter, had given directions that the 
inscription should be in accordance 
with her desire.

Unless 
the commission plan provides for an in- 
telligent electorate, it will misgovern. 
An uninformed electorate giveg autoc- 
acy, bossism, corruption. Equal rights 
can extend no further than equal intelli- 
gence. Special privilege always has ex- 
isted and always will exist where iIntelli- 
gence about government is monopolized 
iby the few. No matter how intelligent 
a commission, it will misgovern unless 
those governed have the essential facts 
possessed by it, regarding what it does 
and what it leaves undone. 

The pith of Mr. Allen’s rgasoning 
is found in the sentence “Equal rights 
can extend no further than equal] in- 
telligemce. Special privilege always 
has existed and always. will exist 
where intelligence about government 
is monopolized by the few.” 

From whcih it may be _ inferred, 
with accuracy, that any form of pop- 
ular government, whether of city, 
commonwealth or nation, is inevita- 
bly open to abuses, corruption and ul- 
timate failure where the men who 
make the government, the voters, are 
uvinformed and indifferent regarding 
the methods pursued, or the fidelity 
with which the power delegated is 
being discharged. 


It is common knowledge, for in- 
stance, that graft in all its phases, and 
faulty government, in its hundred dif- 
ferent aspects, are almost entirely 
attributable to the fact that while the 


private citizen gave enthusiastic at- 
tention and intelligence to his indi- 
vidua] business, he left the equally 
issportant task of government to a 
few men with whose personalities he 
was extremely unlikely to be acquaint- 
ed, taking it for granted that in some 


agling wheels and up- 


happy, haphazard manner the admin-/ i, 
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istration of public affairs would be 
conducted in a clean, economical man- 
ner. 

It is only when roused by revela- 
tions of jobbery, graft and corruption 
that same citizen discovers he 
has not wholly discharged his civic 
duty by participating in an election, 
or by complaisantly letting others do 
the voting. He then, somewhat incon- 
sistently manifests a degree of sur- 
prise and resentment that such things 
should have been proceeding, una- 
bashed, under his very nose.

MAM’ LINDA. By Will N. Harben. 
Mr. Harben is always sure of a large 
and an enthusiastic audienee in 
Georgia, as in the nation. Drawing 
upon the well-beloved and familiar 
scenes and background of the Georgia 
mountain town in which his youth 
was spent, and upon its kindly people 
as well as the rugged types of the 
mountaineer for his inspiration, his 
work appeals to the Georgian with 
that close touch that may only per- 
tain to the things of our every-day 
life. He has painted the north Georgia 
as he has seen it, its problems and. 
its lovable pecullarities—and his re- 
ward is a large following among his 
own people and high rank among the 
leading novelists of. the. nation. 

In his most recent story, “Mam” 
Linda,” these qualities are displayed 
to their best advantage. Many of 
the reader’s old acquaintances, nota- 
bly the shrewd and humorous Pole 
Baker, figure in the new book. As 
for the other characters, there are 
types of the people with whom you 
rub elbows every day in Georgia. The 
customs, the traditions and the modes 
of local thought are portrayed with 
a startling accuracy as to breadth and 
detail. 

The theme of the novel, broadly 
stated, is a plea for law and order 
and the observance of Christian prin- 
ciples in treating the most difficult 
phases of the race probiem. Through- 
out the book they furnish the motives 
for Carson Dwight, the well-conceived 
hero, whose political fortunes are in- 
volved in the elemental clash between 
the races. Dwight, who, at the time 
the story opens, has just emerged 
from* the wild-oat-sowing stage, and 
who has recorded failure in several 
promising business ventures to the 
great disgust of his father and the 
alienation of his sweetheart who 
imagines that he {s partially responsi- 
ble for the suicide of her dissipated 
brother, enters finally upon polftics 
as the career for which his tempera- 
ment and talents most fit him. Un- 
fortunately for him, he has made his 
debut at a time when the town and 
county are stirred to their foundatjons 
over the problem of the shiftless ne- 
gro, and the summary methods of a 
whitecap band, the members of which, 
in their efforts to break up a negro 
frolic, ‘treat several of the partici- 
pants to a free dose of the lash. 

A Political Issue. 

Among the number that shows fight 
and receives the most pronounced 
drubbing is a young negro, son of an 
ex-slave formerly owned by Dwight’s 
people. The peculiar circumstances 
surrounding the affair, and the 
knowledge that the girl with whom he 
has quarreled and who has sent him 
about his business is deeply interested 
in the parents of the victim by reason 
of. thefr proved loyalty and respect- 
ability, move Dwight to rather indis- 
oreet utterances regarding the injus- 
tice of the affair and of mob rule in 
general. His rival for legislative hon- 
ors catches up these expressions, dis- 
torts them and spreads them to the 
farthest bounds of the county, where 
race prejudice is emphatic and some- 
times unthinking. 

The negro whom Dwight has be- 
friended, negro-fashion, mutters fool- 
ish threats against the men who were 
responsible for his flogging, aiming 
g¢hem particularly at one Johnson, 
suspected as being the leader of the 
mob tn question. In the meantime, 
the young lady in question returns 
home from a visit to Augusta, wher-~ 
it is rumored, she has become engaged 
to a man of means and social posi- 
tion. She receives Dwight kindly, but 
on terms of simple friendship. and. 
learning his exertions in behalf of 
the negro boy. and of the latter’s con- 
duct which threaténs to bring violence 
upon him through the fanning of 
prejudice, persuades Dwight to use 
his influence over the negro to get 
him away from town. Dwight sends 
“Pete” to his plantation, some distance 
in the country. but, unfortunately, 
near the home of Johnson. 

In a few days news is brought to 
town to the effect that Johnson and 
his wife have been murdered in their 
bed. The last words of Mrs. Johnson, 
who survives her husband by a few 
hours, points suspicion at Pete, al- 
though the intimation is of rather 
description. The whole coun- 
tryside is aroused to the pursuit of 
the negro. The sheriff and a deputy, 
getting a start of the mob, arrest 
him ostensibly with the purpose of 
spiriting him away: to jail before the 
mob can wreak its purpose on him. 
The negro vehemently denies his guilt, 
and it is made plain to the reader 
that he is Peally innocent. Such also 
is the opinion of the wife of a white 
mountaineer, at whose home the sheriff 
stops to secure horses, and she up- 
braids the officer for not giving the 
negro the better chance of escaping 
to the woods, holding /that to incar-. 
cer 


| poses this course. 
with | rancor of debate, the house is invaded

by a suspiciOus mob, and Pete, terri- 
fied, escapes by a rear window. He 
flees straight to the home of Carson 
Dwight, and, pursued by the mob, 
throws himself at the latter’s feet. 

It would be unfair to the reader te 


give in detail the scene that foilows, 
The crouching, terrified negro, the elo- 
quent plea of Dwight for-law and or- 
der, the shot fired at him from the 
crowd as it is seen that his words are 
prevailing, constitute one of the 
book’s strongest climaxes. In the end, 
he does prevail, and the negro {!s jail- 
ed. Subsequently Dwight and his 
friends, moved by the man’s marvel- 
ous magnetism, resort to a subterfuge 
whith itself breaks the law to save 
the negro from a mob that has come 
down from the mountains for the pur- 
pose of avenging the murder of the 
Johnsons. From this forward it ts a 
battle between the wit, the eloquence 
and the courage of Dwight and the 
clamorous prejudice of the avengers, 
who are only made more stubborn in 
their determination when it is revealed 
that another negro has committed the 
crime, by discovering the manner in 
which Dwight hoaxed the original mob, 
A Well-Wrought Hovel., 

Throughout the story, Dwight’s polit- 
ical campaign is crippled and some- 
times brought almost to a standstill 
by the manner in which he combats 
the racial prejudice of the unthinking 
element, and the manner in which his 
utterances are distorted by his wun- 
scrupulous opponent. Another sore 
trial is the presence in town of the 
man whom he has reason to believe 
is his successful rival in love. 

The story finally ends in a complete 
vindication of ‘his views, in his polit- 
ical triumph and his success with the 
lady in question, although the issue 
involves his being tried for murder, 
and a struggle on the part of the girl, 
which ends-in her appealing for re- 
lease to the man to whom she is in 
honor bound. 

The story should be the most pop- 
ular of the Harben novels. It reveals 
the author in a new and strong ca- 
pacity. (Publication by Harper & 
Bros.)

“Evelyn Byrd,” and other well-written 
tales of the south, of ante and post- 
bellum days. The scene is laid in Vir- 
ginia and the action revolves, mainly, 
about the theories and the practices 
of avery masterful and talented young 
Virginian, Warren Rhett. The book 
strangely blends the atmosphere and 
the rushing thought of the twentieth 
century, with the dreamy, picturesque 
days when the broad, “sunlit acres 
were cultivated by a well-disciplined 
army of slaves. One is moved to 
doubt whether the author has taken 
license with customs in rural Virginia, 
as they remain to this day, in the in- 
terests of perpetrating a charming 
story colored in alluring pigments. 

The love story is not startlingly out 
of the ordinary, and, although dainty 
and inoffensively sweet, would have 
read as well under any other name. 

Tne book’s principal claim to atten- 
tion is its treatment of the race 
problem from the standpoints of prac-« 
tical education for the negro, and ob- 
ject lessons which shall impress upon 
him the binding nature of contractural] 
obligations—two aspects of the problem 
which the student of southern condi- 
tions well knows is worthy of minute 
attention 

Misconception of Frecdom, 


Rhett, who has developed from the 
son of a patriarchal but utterly im- 
provident Virginia gentleman into »s 
talented young engineer, returns from 
| South America after having laid the 
foundations of success and.a fortune 
to be shunted off to his old Virginia 
home for a year’s loafing on account 
of a serious nervous trouble. He there 
settles himself to restore the dilapidat- 
ed plantation which, under the super- 
vision of his lovable but unbusiness- 
like young cousin, Kate, the widow of 
his father, has drifted perilously clos¢ 
to rack and ruin. He finds that the 
negroes, filled to the brim with mis- 
conceptions of freedom, their mental] 
visions distorted by faulty education, 
have drifted into an indolence which 
is strangely responsible for the down- 
ai-the-heel conditions of the homee«- 
stead. 

“Though they are under contract te 
work for wages or on “shares” for 
their young mistress, they do nof 
hesitate to leave their task# without a 
moment’s notice to attend a_ circus, 
participate in a campmeeting’ or idle 
in inconsequential ease in front of 
their cabins or in the broad fields of 
the plantation. He sets things going 
with a. vim which well-nigh paralyzes 
the old and the young retainers, and 
brings out many a grumbling protest 
against methods which the negroes 
seem to think is an “infringement” of 
their lIiberty—said liberty being tlie 
divine right to labor when they please 
and loaf when they will, the pre- 
ponderence being in favor of the lat- 
ter pastime, while the employer is 
supposed to rigidly perform his part 
of the contract in the way of wages 
and provisions. 

A Sectional Problem. 


Now this tendency on part of the 
negro laborer is not confined to thos¢ 
engaged in fermwork, as employers 
all over the south know to their sad 
cost. It is one of the characteristics 
of the negro laborer that he views his 
employment, as a rule, with the eys 
of indifference, and that the formali- 
ties of previous notice usually observed 
between employer and employee in the 
white race do not, very frequently, ap- 
peal to him as necessary of imitation, 
It is this fact which, here apd there, 
complicates the agricultural. problem

‘Deny Companies. Will Handle 
Messages With Prompt- 
ness, 


The Postal and Western Union Telegraph 
Companies yesterday afternoon, that 
normal business had been resumed, and 
“subject to delay’’ messages are discon- 
tinued, the striking telegraphers last 
night issued a card in which they warn 
the public that telegrams will not be 
handled with any greater facility now 
than since the ‘‘walk out.”

Charles H. Stafford Cut His 
Throat, Then Sum- 
_ moned Help. 


Charlies Hardy Stafford, the strange 
character who came before tne public 
eye less than a month since when he 
attempted suicide in a department 
store when detected in the act of shop- 
lifting, again attempted to end his life 
yesterday morning about 8 _ o'clock 
by slashing his throat with a razor. 
After the attempt he summoned W. W. 
Reynolds, the sign patnter, his employ; 
er, who, going’ to the room, found’ 
him lying in a pool of blood. 

Stafford was so weak from the loss of 
blood that he was hardaly able tp gasp: 
“TIT hope that I have done al work 
this time.” Stafford was carriedjto the 
Grady hospital. It was there found 
that the razor had lacked but the frac- 
tion of an inch of cutting the jugular 
vein. Shortly after 12 o'clock Staf- 
ford was released from the hospital, 
but his condition was later euch that 
Warden Evans requested that he be 
taken back, which was doné. 

At the time of the former atteipt 
of Stafford to end his life much of his 
history was brought to life. Stafford is 
the sou. of wealthy parents, who, 
about the- time of his early manhood, 


lost their money, and left thetr son 
penniless. He had received,a classical 
education in the best colleges of the 
country, and had marked artistic tal- 
ent. He tried portrait painting, but 
somehow though his pictures were good 
they never brought him any results. 


He then drifted from one place to an- ' 


other, turning his hand to do various 
things, doing all very well, but none 
exceptionally so. He stuck at no job 
long enough, but seemed to be always 
moved with a desire for change. Dur- 


ing all the mutations of his career he 
kept up his intellectual pursuits. He 
reads well five or six languages, and 
is familiaf with the world’s best lit- 
erature. His miserable room was the 
Strangest place jmaginable when seen 
yesterday afternoon. On the walls 
were pictures of his own painting and 
studied done in clay. There were 
books cf all sorts and kinds, books 
writter in Spanish, French and Ital- 
ian, together with novels by the 
world’s standard authors, all scattered 
about and in confusion. The room was 
literally steeped in dirt, filth and rags. 
A mattress, two broken chairs, a box- 
Stool on end and supporting a cracked 
lamp, together with a broken easel, 
were the furnishings of the room. 
Stafford is almost. hopelessly addicted 
to the use of whisky and morphine. He 
told Mr. Reynolds a few days since 
that it was necessary for him to take 
six to eight grains of morphine every 
four or five hours. Those that know 
him say that he has been off mentally 
since his former attempt at suicide a 
month ago. It is thought that he will 
recover, in which case it is hoped by 
those interested that the charities of 
the city will take some steps toward 
his rélief and cure.

IS NOW OPEN FOR TRAFFIC 


The longest viaduct in_the cIty was 
formally opened (for t yesterday 
morning by City Engineer Clayton_and 
Grant Wilkins, one of the contractors. 


When the Peterg street viaduct was 
opened some years ago it was thougnt 
Atlanta had reached the Iimit in long 
bridges across the railroads; but the 
Washington street viaduct is longer than 
that on Peters street. It measures from 
one end to the other exactly fifteen 
hundred and forty-six feet. | 

Four hundred feet on the soufh end are 
of steel; seven hundred feet of rein- 
forced concrete on the north end and 
there are 446 feet of approaches’ on both 
ends. 

The concrete portion from the north 
end at Gilmer street to the right of way 
of the Georgia railroad was built by 
the Oliver Company, of Knoxville; while 
the gteel end and #the 446 feet of ap- 
proaches were built by Grant Wilkins, 
of Atlanta. 

The bids for the viaduct were opened in 
March, 1906. The work began some 
months later and it required about [8 
months to complete it. 

That portion of the bridge built by 
Grant Wilkins cost $66,180, of which the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad paid 
$57,000. The rest of the bridge cost 


$60,000. | 
Between the time the building of the 
viaduct was first taken up until the 


construction began there was much afe- 
duous work by the city council and many 
drawbacks which at one time seemed to 
make the scheme in danger of falling. 
through. There was much trouble in 
getting the differences between the city 


and the railroad companies settled, and. | : A

The building of the viaduct necessitated. 
the closing of a one block street known 
as Waverly place. 

The viaduct gives direct ' connection 
across town in sections which were hith- 
erto cut off unless long walks were taken 
to other cross streets. It has helped the 
boys’ and the girls’ high’school and is 
valuable to the auditorium-armory.

Forts Can Take Care of It During 
Navy's Absence. 

New York, September 20.—Even if the 
navy should be engaged elsewhere, New 
Yorkers need have no fear of their homes 
in case of an attack by warships of a 
hostile country, according to Major Gen- 
eral Frederick D. Grant, commanding the 
department of the east. While General 
Grant declines to make any comparisons 
hetween the work of the navy and army 
gunners in the forts, he did say this:

Hadsee’s and Dunn & Co 
Review of Business, 


Distribution of Fall Merchandise 
Steadily Increasing—The Textile 
Plants Are Busy — Better 
Feeling in Commer- 
cial Lines. 


New York, September 20.—R. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
Say that distribution of fall merchandise at 
retail increased steadily, except in some sec- 
tions where the weather has been unfavor- 
able. Jobbers are still forwarding large con- 
signments of dry goods and kindred lines, and 
reports from the interior indicate confidence 
in well-sustained business during the au- 
tumn and winter. Some interruption was 
caused by the religious observance and there 


are still complaints of caution at eastern 
cities regarding future operations on account 
of the financial sftuation, but, on the whole, 
mercantile collections are more prompt. 
Manufacturers have orders on hand, assur- 
ing active machinery for some months, even 
in the industries where conservatism is a 
notable feature, while each week puts a vast 
quantity of agricultural products beyond the 
reach of early frost, which is now regarded 
as the only serious menace to the great farm 
Btra les. 

Producers of pig iron appear to have 
reached a basis upon which business can be 
transacted and increased inquiries have check- 
ed the downward tendency of quotations. 

Textile plants are still busy, with the ex- 
ception of some curtailment in woolens, and 
cotton mills make better returns than any 
other large industry as to the amount’ of 
business on hand. Primary markets were 
somewhat disturbed by the extensive decline 
in price of raw cotton, new orders decreasing 
as prospective purchasers endeavored to se- 
cure concessions in prices of goods commen- 
surate with the chance in cost of material. 
Financial stringency is also felt, but not to 
such a degree as before the present period. 


What Bradstreet Says. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say that whether 
attributable to the improvement in the finan- 
cial situation or because of favorable weather 
allowing additional crop development, there 
is perceptibly a better feeling in commercial 
lines. Retail trade has hardly been as brisk 
as desired, because the warm weather, while 
helping crops, has not stimulated fall buying. 
Reports as to jobbing trade, in the main, are 
favorable,’ though the undertone of nserva- 
tism is still perceptible. Still, while the 
larger markets report a condition of, activity, 
the volume of shipments is heavy and the 
smaller markets are reporting the influence 
of completed harvesting. 

Easier money conditions are reported to 
have stimulated the buying of raw wool and 
a number of lines of cotton dress fabrics for 
next spring have been opened at advances. 
On the other hand, the recent drop of 1% 
cents in cotton, consequent on enlarged 
movement of the new crop, has made for fur- 
further ease in cotton yarns, and there are re- 
ports of lower prices for men’s wear woolens 


for spring. 

Me rio are better, but 
there are reports some markets of 
more numerous requests for renewals, and 
some large manufacturing enterprises with 
profitable contracts on hand have sought 
and received assistance to tide them over the 
light money -period. The feeling in iron is 
better, but the quotations are no firmer and 
some lines and markets are low. Still 
further reduced quotations for copper have 
evoked only a small amount of buying and 
lead is also lower with restrictions of output
